The Petition to Revive an unintentionally abandoned application has been granted. However, numerous Notices of Non-Compliance 
were subsequently necessitated due to failure to improperly identify the status of subsequent claim amendments. The claim 
ammdment most recently submitted, that of 24 October 2005, is in compliance v^th 37 CFR 1.121, however it contains claim 
amendments for which tha-e is no relevant request for reconsideration, and thus is not compliant with 37 CFR 1.111, because it is not 
indicated why the instantly pending claims are distinctive over the prior art and othmvise in compliance with 35 USC 1 12. While a 
request for reconsido-ation was submitted with the aforementioned Petition to Revive, said request references earlier claim 
ammdments that are no longer present in the instant claims set. For example, the request for reconsideration submitted with the 
Petition to Revive argues the benefits of non-native introns, which are not claimed anywhere in the instant claims. Correction is 
required. 
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
